Germans Massacre Over 
100 Helpless Americans 

FIRST AMERICAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS, Dec. 20 (U.PJ— The first Atnericnn army 
today forwarded to Wa.Hliin(,'ton an official report on ma.s.-incre of more than 100 unarmed 
American prisoners by nnzi Hchutzstaffel and panzer men of a tank column south of Mnl- 
raedy Sunday afternoon. The report was sent forward after the interroga.Uon of 15 men 
who escaped from a group of 120 to 150 American pri.soncrs. The GI's reported that the 
Germnns lined them up in a field and sprayed their ranks with the machine guns of their 
tanks. 

The men were part of an 
American field artillery unit 
which was moving along the 
highway in convoy when it 
was attacked by ' German 
tanks. 

Tlie outfit scattered and most ot 
le men were captured. The Ger- 
lans took their clgarctus and val- 
uabttE and then lined them up In 
a field, mnklng each put hU hands 
behind his head. 

One of the nad guards fired a 
shot Into the crowd and then the 
lunkera opened up wll!\ Uitlr ma- 
cliln(-guns. The men who were not 
killed fell to the ground with the 
dying Init the nails continued to 
spray alt wlUi machlne-gim fire. 

A tew AXDCttcaiu stood up and 
made a rTin lor It, is of them flnnl- 
ly escaping. Many were seriously 
wounded as the Qerman tanks con- 
tlnued.to fire and nOLla atop the 
tanks look, pot-shots with. thUr.i;!- 
flcs at any maa-wha^ktaoved'slgoa 
of life. 



MOSCOW, Dec. 30 aiR)-The Oer- 
mnn grip on eastern Slovakia loceen- 
ed under Increasingly-heavy Sovlel 
blows today ns two red armies ad- 
vanced through the natl puppet 
state on a IDO-mlle front b converg- 
ing drives on the enemy stronghold 
ol Kassa. 

The Oermans and their Hungarian 
allies were falling back slowly all 
along the attack front after losing 
more than 4,009 men In a series of 
pitched battles In the mountain 
passes east and south of Kassa. 

Troops, immobilized for weeks on 
A line extending across the. eastern 
Up ot Slovakia from the Polish to 
the Hungarian borders, rolled up 
the Oermon flank on a 35-mlIe front 
and droVe three armored wedges 
within nine to U miles ot the big 
railway and highway center, - 

Another flussl^n force moved In 
from the southeast to take Movo- 
metso, 13 miles from Kaua, routing 
the 10th Hungarian regiment and 
capturing more than 600 prisoners, 
along with huge stores of arms and 
equipment. 

A third column drove up the east 
bonte ot the Hcmad river against 
stiff German opposition and tlormed 
Nodos, nine, miles south of Kassa, 
One himdred Oermans were kilted 
and more than 700 olhen coptured 
In the battle lor the town.

PARIS, Dec 20 (UP)— American tanks and resei-ves charged the 
flanks of German armored task forces fanning out in Belgrium and 
Luxembourg today through a 25- mile gap in the first army front, 
re-establishing more or less solid lines on each side of the main naa . '

PARIS, Dec, 20 {U.R) — American rcaervea went Into nctlon on the fluid 70-miIe Belgian- , 
Luxembourg front today,' fighting desperately to halt the greiitest German of fcnsive-siniw 
Mnnshal Rommel drove into Egypt, but atiU were giving ground in what may prove to be.the 
decisive and most bloody bnttle of the war. 

Exactly how far the German panzer columns had penetrated still was obscured by a par- 
tial news blackout but captured German prisoners said it was their commanders' hone th^t 
Antwerp could be taken "in five days." There were indications some nazi spearheaaa were 
eering loivnrd tiie Ardennes gap where the break-through that broke the back of the , 
French army in 1940 was achieved. 

By noon Monday, nearly 48 hours ago, the Gcrniana in 
four main drives penetrating at least 18 to 20 miles had 
plunged within 13 miles of the city of Luxembourg, had over^ 
run St. Vith, Malmedy, and 'Stavelot and were within '22 
miles of the great base of Liege. A Stockholm report of uti- 
certain origin today said the nazis were only 13 miles froih 
Liege. Groups of American forces were cut off but still 
fighting hard along the broken front and at the north ^-oA— 
of the break-through, around Monschau, the Germans were' 
being held on new American lines.

"I liopcd these tjuestlons could be met by a 
party wholeheartedly believing In tree enter- 
prise. Then that system would have been 
given an opportunity to operate. If It had 
fallen down, everyone would have realized 
that It had hail (ts chance to make good. 

"I am afraid that many Important figures 
In the administration— regardless of what 
tho President says now — do not care whether 
or not private enterprise succeeds. They will 
give It only Up service or will hamstring It. 
Thus handicapped, If It Is unable to do tho 
Job, they will blame It lor failure and recom- 
mend a radical cure. And the public may be- 
IlDvo them and accept the remedy." 

Other observers In the capital and In New 
York, however, think that such fears are ex- 
aggerated. They believe that administration 
will swing to the left, but not nearly so far 
as the radicals wish. 

Many early new dealers, experienced now 
from long service and visibly Impressed by 
th6 wonderful achievements of industrial ex- 
ecutives In the war effort, have abandoned 
their youthful preoccupation with public 
ownership theories. 

They now "uphold private enterprise "sub- 
ject to social control." This means, according 
to them, production (or the benefit of In- 
vestor, management, labor and consumer. But 
they demand that Uncle Sam write the rules 
and step in when the machinery doesn't func- 
tion. 

This, they Insist, Is not socialistic: It Is a 
aystem in which government acts as a police- 
man to make sure that no single Interest 
takes an unfair advantage of the rest— In- 
cluding the public.

POST-WAR PROSPECTS 

Although demands for the war fronts will 
prevent an early step-up in the production of 
many civilian goods, and the speculated date 
o( V-E day has been pushed farther ahead. 
Mew York businessmen continue to make sur- 
veys of postwar customer desires. 

Reports Indicate that, despite the enormous 
Increase in wartime savings, the public In- 
tends to rely heavily on credit—as It has In 
the past. Most of those questioned Irii one In- 
vestigation plan to keep their war bonds and 
bank accounts for a rainy day and for their 
years after retirement. 

In another Inquiry 64 per cent announced 
that each would purchase one or more major 
articles in the first six months following the 
armistice. If available. 

It Is estimated that 13,725,000 households 
will buy electrical equipment such as irons, 
refrigerators, etc. The Immediate market for 
home appliances Is now reckoned at $1,250,- 
000,000. 

Building contractors figure that more than 
1,600.000 couples will build new homes as soon 
as they can be started. Expendlturt%for Im- 
provements on farm dwellings- and urban 
residences should amount to seven and a half 
billion dollars. 

More than 400 local agencies throughout 
the country are now checking on future 
building for the federal public housing au- 
thority as a basis for a request to congress for 
lunda. The program will probably call for the 
spending of a billion dollars. This Is in addi- 
tion to various private construction projects. 
,.Blx million persona. want lumlture, fur- 
nlBhtngs and floor coverings— rugs and lin- 
oleum— which will stimulate the disburse- 
ment of $700,000,000.

HOPEFUL RUBBER PROSPECT 
A highly refreshing (public statement comes from 
P. H. Westermann, trade commUsloner of The Nellier- 
landa East Indies.. .It has to do with rubber. Am«. 
Icaiu, who. through their Bovemmont, have Just In- 
vested a great deal of money in k liuge synthetls 
rubber industry, will haro the llvalleat of Interest In 
what the trade commissioner of the Netherlands EMt 
Indies has to soy about rubber. For Tin Hetherluida 
Eojit Indies are, of course, In the heart of the natural 
rubber area, with whoso product synthfllc rubbtr 
will have to compete. 

But what la so rtfreahlng •bout Mr. Wealermann^ 
statement Is ihot he doesn't fe»r thft competition of 
s>-nthetlc rubber. "Although the lynthttlc rubbtr 
Industry hot become coloual, especially in the llnlt<d 
States," he saji. "we do not look for 11 to disturb 
natural rubber production greatly. There It plenty of 
room for both, and America and Britain >re In luU 
accord with ut . . ." 

As a mailer of ftcU Mr. Westermann *»y« that 
Amerfcan. British and Dutch repretenutlves will i«i 
togeUier in thli country »lt«r the first of, tho year 
to talk about rubber. The stAte department announced 
BUd) plans in September. The olt agreement already 
worked out between the BrltUh and ttit Americans 
naturally touches thli lubjeot. alnce oU Is one of Uie 
base products outof whlcb syn the tlo rubber li 
developed. 

What b good about Mr. Westmn&iuil remarks Is 
Uiat he clearly see* an expanded economy In the 
postwar world. In that economy there will be a de< 
mand for all the rubber both, nilural and synlhstlo 
which can b« produced; and the upward preuure of 
this demand on rubber prices. will doubtleu be mod- 
erat<d' by tho downward presaure of competition be- 
tween the lynUietle ud tho natural product. Hut a 
Dutch mlural rubber man takea thli liberal and 
opthnUUo view fi encouraglos aewi^-BalUmora Sun.

The system Is In many ways 
olutlonary. and yet Uie es.'ienee of It 
Is simple. From the moment lie Li 
physically able to lift his head, tho 
patient is encouraged as an Individ' 
al lo start working his way bad 
la normal existence again. aonc Is 
le deadly monotony of the e ' 
1 convalescence of the pait. 

It Is most emphatically, however, 
not regimentation. Patient* at 
force convalescent centers fill 
form.'. They do not get up by 
ugle to do enforced calisthenics. 
But their days nre tilled with con- 
stnutlve activity which comes out 
of (he strong drive for mental, phyi. 
leal and social recovery. Of all caa- 
ualties entering AAF convalescent 
centers. 63 per cent go back to some 
form of duty In tho air forces, and 
most of the remaining IB per cent 
who retire with legs or arms miss- 
ing are prepared to till useful places 
In society. 

The system employs, ot course, the 
modem techniques of psychiatry. 
But perhapt the moat Important el- 
ement of all Is the basic t^onphy 
Infused through the whole syilem— 
treit the human being, and not Just 
the ailment he la suffering from. 
- Even before America entered the 
war, the British had worked out a 
system of planned .convalcKence 
with the primary objective of send- 
ing men back Into tho services and. 
if that were impossible, then back 
Into civilian life so normal produc- 
tive memben of society In spite ot 
their handicaps. The best features 
of this system were borrowed by 
the air foKe. 

Now our navy, under (he dhrctlon 
ol iurseon Oen. bom T. Mclnlrre, 
is adopting a similar plan in many 
ot Its hospitals. A recent Usue of 
the naval medical btilletla bad ttila 
u> lay:
